Manila Prize Money Decree. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—Justice 
Gould of the District Supreme Court 
today signed the final decree in the 
long litigation over prise money for the 
capture of Spanish vessels and stores 
at Manila, May 1, 189%. The suit was 
instituted by Admiral Dewey and oth- 
ers of the captors. Under the decree, 
$628,678, the amount at which the value 
of the captured vessels and stores was 
fixed, will de diveded after the cost 
of litigation is deducted, one-half to 
go to the captors and one-half to the 
navy pension fund. The only step now 
left in the litigation is the fixing of 
the amount of tne costs in the litigation.
